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REMARKS 

Claims 1-56 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-34 £ind 48-56 were 
withdrawn from consideration. No claim amendment is made in the present response. Accordingly, 
claims 35-47 are under examination. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 35-47 are rejected on the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 1-11 of U.S. Patent No. 7,422,703 in view of 
Zarling et al. (US 6,537,829) and Miyazono et al. (US 5,759,435). Both U.S. Patent No. 7,422,703 
and the present application are co-owned by CapitalBio Corporation and Tsinghua University. 

Applicants attach herewith Terminal Disclaimers (form PTO/SB/26) in compliance with 
37 C.F.R. 1.321(c), which disclaims the terminal part of the statutory term of any patent granted on 
the instant application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the full statutory term of 
U.S. Pat. No. 7,422,703. Applicants respectfully submit that the rejection of claims 35-47 on the 
ground of non- statutory obviousness-type double patenting is overcome by the Terminal 
Disclaimers submitted herewith, and request that the rejection be withdrawn. 

Applicants note that the Examiner has indicated that claims 35-47 are free of prior art, 
and believe that the pending claims are in immediate condition for allowance.
